Any deduction authorized by 
statute on farm debts will have 
to apply also to school lands 
under purchase or that have 
been relinquished during the 
past few years, deputy minister 
John Harvie told tthe Commit¬ 
tee. It will be necessary to 
have a Dominion Act passed te 
•reduce the principle amounts 
due for the purchase of school 
lands, because the contracts 
were made with the Dominion 
Government. 

Before the Agricultural Com¬ 
mittee rise s it will probe the 
question of relief, including the 
rural municipal districts and 
especially the bush areas of the 
province, where relief allowance 
is said to be as low as $1 per 

Hugh W. Allen, minist¬ 
er of municipal affairs said 
that of the $8,800,000 ?p nt by 
Alberta on relief, li°lf had been 
used for diect relief and the 
‘ ther half for relief works.

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WEEKLY LETTER 
Brooding Baby Chicks 

Brooding baby chicks by art¬ 
ificial means is comparatively 
simple. The main essentials 
in achieving success are, warm¬ 
th, cleanliness, ventilation with 
out draughts, sunshine and reg¬ 
ularity on the part of the care¬ 
taker. Following is some time¬ 
ly information dealing with 
these factors supplied to your 
writer by the poultry map a l the 
Lethbridge ;station. Feeding 
is scarcely less important but 
this will need be dealt with in 
another letter. 

i The brooder houses used here 
are 10 ft. X 12 ft. with walls 
5 feet high at the back and 7 
feet in front. The walls are 
all double boarded, lined with 
building paper and the spaces 
between the studdings peeked 
with straw. On the ave ago 
farm where a special brooder 
house may not be readable ron e 
suitable room in another build¬ 
ing'may be used providing it i * 
entirely free from draught and 
properly ventilated. In the 
broder houses used here at 
present ventilation is provided 


by the use of cotton windows 
which make up one-third of th 
front wall space. Another thir 
is glass or glass substitute and 
a sun porch made of ore hah' 
inch wire netting is built cn t 
the front of each house to all 
o\v the chicks out cn fine days. 

Coal brooder sloves rrc ire 
t> provide heat. This is casih 
the cheapestt and most de; end 
able method of ^brooding. Ad 
equate size is a main consider¬ 
ation in selecting a stove. The 
experience here has been that 
the capacity of most if in. .ill 
coal brooder stoves are gr »atly 
over rated s Q far as conditions 
here 'are* concerned. For this 
reason, where say 250 cYckt 
are to be brooded, a stove of at 
least 500 chick capacity' is ! c:d. 
ed. This is important bee us. 
the larger stcives are much cas 
ier to regulate and a much noiv 
constant temperature may be 
maintained. A 1000 chick 
brooder stove for example, re- 
ouircs attention only two or 
times a day, while a 500 chick 
stove needs to be attended t > 1 
or 5 times and a smaller stove 
requires almost constant a ten- 
tion.

dor stove is the thermostat 
wafer, the hollow disc that con- 
tracts and expands with change 
oi temperature to control and 
maintain -a jcofristant tempera¬ 
ture. This ig replaced every 
year at this station. Its func¬ 
tion is too important to take 
chances with an old instrument 
I hat is apt to go out of order 
when most needed. 

Before the brooder house is 
used it jis thoroughly cleaned 
by scrubbing the floors, wind¬ 
ows and lower parts of the 
walls with a •yc solution made 
by putting about one-half can 
ol lye into five gallon? of ccld 
»va»er. A long handled broom 
“ s used in washing and ihc per¬ 
son doing the work wears rub¬ 
bers or rubber boots. A hand 
orush is not used because t ;t 
ye solution is very strong and 
•vould injure the skin. It needs 
.0 bj handled carefully to avoid 
possible injury especially to the 
eyes. 

Time days at least before 
the chicks are expected the 
brooder stove is started in order 
dry out the floors and the 
walls. At the same time the 
outside of the building is bank- 
3 d with sii*aw and manure. Dry 
l raw is put in the house the 
day the chicks are put in. The 
.emperature, taken at the edge 
of the haver is kept as nearly 
os possible between 90 and 95 
degrees when the chicks first 
arriv’d. This temperature is 
gradually reduced about one- 
half a degree a day until the 
chicks are 5 to 6 weeks old,' and 
no longer need artificial heat. 

Water is supplied in one-gal¬ 
lon earthenware fountains one 
lor every 50 chicks, and the 
feed is given in hoppers that 
are designed especially to keep 
the feed clean and prevent was¬ 
tage. A number of very good 
patented devices have been us¬ 
ed here and a satisfactory homo 
made hopper used is made with 
three laths using one for the 
bottom and the other two for 
the sides each being nailed on 
to the top edge of the bottom 
’ath. By sloping the sidefc a 
little, the tough inside will 
measure somewhat less than 
one inch at the bottom and 
alxmt 1 inch at the top. A 
wider trough would allow the 
chicks to waste too much feed. 
One-half inch of feeding space 
's allowed for each chick.
